Before you tune in to Tuesday's match, you need to see the Barcelona vs. Benfica picks from 
SportsLine's proprietary European soccer model. Created by two Norwegians -- professional 
poker player and sports bettor Jonas Gjelstad, and economics and engineering expert Marius 
Norheim -- the model analyzes worldwide betting data and exploits market inefficiencies, helping 
its followers cash in.

However, in its last four 
away matches, Benfica has one win, two draws and a loss. During that stretch, Benfica has 
been outscored 9-6. 


Ansu Fati and Memphis Depay have been particularly strong for Barcelona, as each has scored 
two goals over the course of the club's last three matches. When Benfica won the recent 
reverse fixture, it was the first time it had beaten Barcelona since 1961.
